Help For a Young Pastor in His Soul-Winning Problems

A year ago we received from a 
student minister a letter very 
earnestly asking help. I wrote him 
at some length. I believe the prob- 
lems of this young pastor who is 
just getting started in the minis- 
try, but after two years had won 
only six people, is the problem 
many other pastors face. So I 
answered his questions the best I 
could and publish parts of his let- 
ter and my answer without giving 
his name. 


The Young Pastor’s Letter 
The young pastor who has been 
preaching two years in half-time 


country churches wrote, in part: 

“In all the time I have been 
preaching, I have led only six 
people—children in their early 
teens—to receive Christ. 1 am 
ashamed of this record. My 


preaching seems to have little im- 
pact 6n the adults. Oh, they enjoy 
it, they say, but it does not seem 
to move them. Many times I seem 
to lose God’s presence in the pul- 
pit. Because of this, I often get 
so blue that I want to forget all 
about prefching. I do not doubt 
God's call, but I get no results. 
There is one man in particular 
whom I have prayed to win, but he 
will not respond. I feel that the 
fault is mine. 

“T have great difficulty in giv- 
ing an invitation. I have read your 
book on Soul-Winner’s Fire, and 
many others, but they do not ade- 
quately apply to my weakness. I 
need actual words for the invita- 
tion, for I.do not seem to make 
it clear. What should I say to the 
people? Of course, I realize that 
the Holy Spirit must move a per- 
son to accept Christ, but how to 
convey to them a way to express 
their acceptance of Him, I can- 
not seem to grasp.” 

Again he says: , 

“T trust this does not seem a 
sob story, but, honestly, I feel 
very desperate. I don’t want to 
preach if I can’t win souls. Yet, 
I must preach. So, the conclusion 
is obvious. Can you offer any help 
to me? How should my behaviour 
relate to my invitations? How 
may I give an effective invitation? 
How should it proceed? What lan- 
guage should I use? I can talk 
effectively in the pulpit, but when 
the time comes to talk ‘heart to 
heart’ I lose my grip. Help me, 
please! 

“T hope I have not neglected 
some important facts so that you 
may properly analyze my problem. 
One thing that burdens my soul 
is my very limited church field; 
that makes my failure to win the 
few prospects I do have doubly 
sad. I can present the plan of sal- | 
vation, but cannot close the deal. 
I preached once in a jail service, 
gave the invitation, and had one 
man to come to receive Christ. 
He looked at me with a sad, long- 
ing look in his eye and with ex- 
pectancy. But I could only say 
to him, ‘Won’t you- kneel in 
prayer?’ Then, I got one of the 
other fellows to come over to deal 
with him. What should I do?”

Many years ago I wanted to go 
as a foreign missionary, but my 
way seemed hedged about. After 
a few years I went to live on the 
Pacific coast.

He stated his opinion at that time 
that “teachers, doctors, ministers, 
television stars and _ athletes 
should all be recruited for an edu- 
cation, campaign against smok- 
ing,” making the young and the 
non-smokers the prime target for 
such an education.

His companion in the sympos.- 
ium, Doctor Donald Mosser of the 
University of Minnesota, suggest- 
ed that every smoker should have 
at least two chest X-rays a year, 
preferably at his doctor’s office 
where a larger film is used.

The Skeleton in Our Post- 

master General’s Closet 

Christians all over America ap- 
preciated the diligent, determined 
efforts of Postmaster General 
Arthur Summerfield in his fight 
against obscenity in the mails. 
More than any other man of mod- 
ern times, he launched a vigorous 


assault against filth and much 
was accomplished although, of 
course, our faulty laws in the 
matter left much to be desired. 

One cannot help but wonder 
what our new Postmaster Gen- 


eral, J. Edward Day, will do along 
this line. It seems that about 14 
years ago he himself wrote a 
“racy book” called Bartholf Street 
and he may have different ideas 
than Summerfield had. As a mat- 
ter of fact, Day has already or- 
dered postmasters to stop using 
the cancellation stamp, “Report 
Obscene Material to the Post- 
master,” on letters. 

Day’s book is now out of print 
but it is reported that the pub- 
lishers plan to release it now that 
the author’s name is considerably 
better known. In this regard, Rep. 
William E. Miller of New York, 
chairman of the. Republican Con- 
gressional Committee, raised the 
question of conflict of interest if 
Day’s book becomes a lucrative 
success as a reprint. 

Miller said: “Although Mr. Day 
has sworn to continue the Post- 
office department’s campaign 
against obscene mail initiated by 
his predecessor there still 
might be some question of the 
extent and sincerity of his pur- 
pose should his novel which deals 
with illicit relations and an un- 
wholesome triangle be peddled 
through the U. S. mails.”

sessions. More than one thousand 
out-of-town guests, including some 
three hundred pastors, attended 
the meeting. 

Other main speakers for the 
evening services during the Fel- 
lowship Meeting were Dr. Noel 
Smith, editor of the Baptist Bible 
Tribune, and Dr. Wendel Zimmer- 
man, pastor of Kansas City Bap- 
tist Temple. The daytime meet- 
ings were given over to preaching 
sessions and seminars for music 
directors, pastors, and pastors’ 
wives. The pastor’s seminar led by 
Dr. W. E. Dowell was especially 


helpful and practical to pastors 
present, 


The climax of the week was 
the graduation exercises on 
Thursday night when Dr. H. C. 
Slade of Toronto, Canada, deliv- 
ered the Commencement address. 
The Baptist Bible College is lo- 
cated in Springfield, Missouri, and 
graduated 128 at this Commence- 
ment. Of these 128, approximately 
40 are going as missionaries, 40 
will be pastors, 38 are entering 
Christian education, and 10 are 
headed for work in church music. 

It was my joy to attend the 
first two days of the Fellowship 
Meeting and see the obvious bless- 
ing of God upon the Baptist Bi- 
ble Fellowship and the Baptist 
Bible College. No one can be 
around the school very long with- 
out realizing that something very 
special is going on. From 107 stu- 
dents when the College was start- 
ed in 1950, the enrollment this 
year climbed to a total of 720 
students from thirty-eight states. 
Approximately two hundred of 
these students are headed for the 
foreign mission field. The young 
folks who come out of this Bible 
College really know how to start 
and build independent New Testa- 
ment churches. Part of the reason 
for this is that their training has 
been under some of the best soul- 
winning pastors in the nation: Dr. 
G. B,. Vick, pastor of Temple Bap- 
tist Church in Detroit, Michigan, 
is president of the College. Dr. 
John Rawlings, pastor of the 
Lockland Baptist Church in Lock- 
land, Ohio, is vice-president of the 
School, and Dr. W. E. Dowell, pas- 
tor of High Street Baptist Church 
in Springfield,. largest church in 
Missouri, holds the office of chair- 
man of the faculty. In addition, 
the key personnel on the faculty 
are unusually well equipped to‘ 
train students for aggressive soul 
winning. 

The Bible is the principal text- 
book at the Baptist Bible College. 
The faculty and leaders of the 
school teach that the Bible is not 
only a book of God’s message, but 
of God’s method for building New 
‘Testament churches today as well 
asain New Testament days. 

One of the strong departments 
in the College is the missions de- 
partment under the direction of 
Dr. Fred S. Donnelson, director of 
the Fellowship’s mission program. 
The Fellowship has 128 adult mis- 
sionaries on foreign fields. 

There has been an amazing 
growth in the physical plant since 
the beginning of the Baptist Bible 
College in 1950. Pictured on this 
page is the administration and 
classroom building. Coupled with 
this is a lovely auditorium which 
seats 1,050. Then a new fifteen 
classroom building is being made 
as an extension of this administra- 
tion building. Cost of this new 
wing will be $150,000 and con- 
struction is well under way right 
now. A men’s dormitory and a 
women’s dormitory complete the 
present list of buildings. 

Plans are under way for a one 
hundred unit married students 
dorm to be built in three sections. 
The total cost of this three-section 
dorm will be $500,000. 

I was tremendously impressed 
at the high caliber of young peo- 
ple attending this School. They 
were clean and neat in appearance 
and unusually well behaved. The

contacted and perhaps more than 
half of them really won to Christ 
in the homes and then brought 
out to make public profession of 
their faith. I know that Brother 
Jack Hyles himself makes scores 
of visits in a week, often as many 
as one hundred visits, most of 
them to unsaved people. I know 
that Dr. Lee Roberson tries to 
make an average of ten calls a 
day when he is in Chattanooga. 
I talked yesterday to Brother 
Gene Lowry who has built a won- 
derful church with God’s blessing 
in Richmond, Virginia, and re- 
cently in this six-year-old church 
had over eight hundred in Sunday 
School, and he told us that five 
days a week, when he is on his 
own field, he spends eight or ten 
hours a day in visiting from house 
to house! So the big secret of 
getting people saved in the church 
is to visit them in the home, or 
to get them to claim openly in 
church service what they have al- 
ready settled in the home. 


2. How to Deal With a 
Lost Soul 


And then comes the problem of 
how to deal personally with a lost 


‘soul, I suggest that you take the 


Bible- and get them to see clearly 
about three facts. First, they are 
Sinners, all are wicked sinners 
who need to be born again. Sec- 
ond, Christ died for sinners and 
paid for our sins on the cross, 
so God is ready to save sinners. 
Third, all it takes to be saved is 
to honestly turn from sin to Jesus 
and depend upon Him, rely upon 
Him once and for all for salva- 
tion. 


|. I find: that it is good first. to 
get a lost sinner to admit that 
he is' a sinner, admit that he is 
lost. Then you should get him to 
admit to you that he understands 
that Christ died for sinners and 
that thus God is willing to for- 
give his sins on the basis that they 
are already paid for. ‘Then, it is 
often good to say, “Are you ready 
for us to ask the dear Lord to 
forgive your sins and save you 
now?” And if he is, then you may 
pray for the sinner and then ask 
him to pray. I suggest that it is 
often wise to ask him to_ say, 
“God, be merciful to me a sinner 
and save me for Jesus’ sake.” 
Sometimes when people are timid, 
you may ask them if they will si- 
lently confess themselves to be 
sinners and ask God to forgive 
and save them right there. In any 
case for them to ask for salvation 
helps to make the matter clear. 

Then I would ask -the sinner, 
“Now we have asked Jesus Christ 
to forgive you and save you. Are 
you ready to take Him here and 
now, once and for all as your 
Saviour? If you are, I suggest 
that you take my hand and let 
that be a.sign between you and 
God and me (and anyone else who 
is present) that here and now you 
are depending on Christ to for- 
give your sins and save your soul 
right now. Will you do it?” And 
then hold out your hand and let 
that grip of the hand be a sign. 

Or if you are already holding 
the hand of the sinner, you may 
say, “As a sign between you and 
me and God, are you willing to 
grip my hand on this and let that 
be a token that here and now, 
once and for all, you depend on 
Christ to forgive you and you give 
Him your heart?” 

Then when one has_ trusted 
Christ, I often like to show them 
John 3:36 and stress the first part 
of the verse, “He that believeth on 
the Son hath everlasting life.” 
And I ask them, “Have you now 
trusted Christ?” And they will 
answer “yes” usually. “Then when 
you believed in Christ and trusted 
Him, what did you receive?” And 
point to the Scripture and teach 
them to say, “I have everlasting 
life.’ Then you might ask them, 
“And how can we know that you 
have everlasting life?” And the 
answer is of course that God says 
it in the Bible and so one can rely 
on it that one who has trusted 
Christ is already saved, has ever- 
lasting life. 


3. The Form of the Public 
Invitation 


Now about the form of a public 
invitation. If you are already ac- 


quainted with the congregation 
and know who is saved and who 
is not saved, then you might make 
the invitation something like this. 
“Let us all stand. In a moment 
we will be singing number —_-.. 
As we sing, if you are willing 
here and now to come to Christ 
and trust Him as your own per- 
sonal Saviour, I want you to walk 
down here and take my hand. 
And that will be a token to me 
and to these people and to God 
that here and now you admit 
yourself a sinner, you want God 
to forgive and save you, and you 
are willing to trust Him to do it 
now.” 


You might add that, “If you 
are not sure about how to be 
saved, will you come here and let 
me sit down with the Bible with 
you and show you from the Bible 
exactly how to trust Christ? I 
will have a prayer with you and 
we will ask the Lord to save you 
and He will and you can know it 
before you leave here today.” 


4, Meet Them at the Door, Or 
at Their Seats 


I find also that it helps if you 
meet people as they are coming in, 
that you take particular pains to 
meet any unsaved person. And you 
may say to them something like 
this, “I am glad you are here to- 
day and I am asking the Lord 
to help you trust Christ as your 
Saviour and come out and claim 
Him openly today. Will you ask 
the dear Lord to make the matter 
clear now as I preach, and ask 
Him to help you do right about 
the matter of trusting Christ to- 
day?” In the first place, that calls 
the attention to the issue, and in 
the second place, it plays on the 
conscience of the sinner that ‘he 
must account to God for the serv- 
ice and he will be thinking about 
it and he is more likely to decide 
that way. 


5. Get Other Christians 
to Help 


I think it is also helpful to have 
some Christian friend who may 
have gone with you to talk to the 
sinner privately, or who will be 
with you when you greet him as 
he comes into the church. You 
could say to this friend, in the 
presence of the unsaved man, “If 
he is willing to come down to 
the front and claim Christ as his 
own Saviour and give his heart 
to the Lord forever, will you be 
willing to walk down the aisle 
with him?” And then you may 
suggest that when the invitation 
is given, he may go to the friend 
and offer to walk with him down 
the aisle as he comes to claim the 
Saviour. 


You will not win everybody. But 
if you keep working, you can 
win somebody and you ought to 
win more than you are. 


I enclose my little booklet, 
“What Must I Do to Be Saved?” 
I think if you read it over and 
over, some of the ways of dealing 
with a sinner will become clear, 
some illutrations of what faith 
means, etc., that you will need to 
use in personal conversation and 
in a public invitation.

They 
came and went unheeded, but I 
learned that night what I had 
never known before, what it is 
to¢ravail for a human soul.

The next morning brought a 
lesson in Christian -work I had 
never learned before, T had waited 
on othe: days until the afternoon, 
when, my work being all over, 
I could change my dress, put on 
my gloves, and take a walk while 
the shadows were on the hillsides.

What to Do for Heavy Hearts 


Barnabas was called “the son 
of consolation” in Acts 4:36. How 
he lifted up the hands of the 
apostles! How he comforted the 
sorrowing! Having land, he sold 
it, brought the money and laid 
it at the apostles’ feet. And Acts 
11:24 says of Barnabas, the son 
of consolation, “For he was a 
good man, and full of the Holy 
Ghost and of faith: and much peo- 
ple was added unto the Lord.” 
How we do need sons and daugh- 
ters of consolation to comfort the 
people of God, to encourage the 
faint! Most of us TALK a fine 
religion, but we do not act as well 
as we talk. We long to comfort 
the sad, to encourage the dis- 
couraged, but we do little about 
it. Let me give you two letters 
from our files to show you how 
two people were richly comforted 
in time of distress. 

From Isola, Mississippi, a Chris- 
tian woman wrote: 


‘Dear Brother Rice: 

“Sunday morning with a 
heavy heart, being a child of 
God with an awful burden, I 
met my pastor. He just handed 
me your book, God’s Cure for 
Anxious Care. I have read it 
through. I am poorly educated;

sin be among followers of God or 
among the unsaved, the results are 
the same—death. The prophet 
Ezekiel cried out the _ eternal 
truth when he said, “the soul that 
sinneth, it shall surely die.” Again, 
Paul said to the church at Galatia, 
“Be not deceived; God is not 
mocked: for whatsoever a man 
soweth, that shall he also reap. 
For he that soweth to his flesh 
shall of the flesh reap corrup- 
Gh iiic<e 

Israel’s sin was a grievous sin 
for which the judgment of God 
must be meted out. One was not 
long in the camp until he heard 
the wails and the sighs of the 
people as they buried their loved 
ones. The wails and tears of 
Sgypt, when the death angel pass- 
ed through the land, was no great- 
er than this. 

Not only had many died al- 
ready under this “wage” but 
many others were sick unto death. 
They were aware of the fact of 
their hopeless condition. Unless a 
miracle took place, they, too, soon 
would die. It was these who 
recognized the wrath of God and 
the guilt of their very souls who 
came to Moses to intreat his inter- 
cession for a way of deliverance. 
True, many have in the past died 
in their sins and unbelief and 
many others are marked out for 
judgment and appointed to wrath; 
but, blessed be the Lord and Fa- 
ther of Jesus Christ who has pro- 
vided a way for us. Sinners need 
not die in their sin, Though all 
are bitten by the serpent of in- 
bred sin and though all have sin- 
ned deliberately and come short 
of the glory of God; yet, a 
fountain has been opened in the 
House of David. Sinners plunged 
beneath that flood can lose all 
their guilty stain. 


Ill, The Unusual Mystery of 
the Serpent 

In verse 8 we read, “And the 
Lord said unto Moses, Mae thee 
a fiery serpent, and set it upon a 
pole ...’’ Why did God command 
Moses to make a serpent? Why 
not make the image of a lamb? 
Why not the image of a bullock 
or of a dove? 

There is only one answer. The 
way of deliverance must be made 
“Like unto” the source of death. 
It was the serpents which brought 
the death to the camp of Israel. 
The serpents were a picture of 
sin. What the serpents did in the 
camp of Israel sin does in the 
world. So, in God’s economy, that 
which saves must be made like 
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that which brings death, The 
proof test, Romans 8:3, says, “For 
what the law could not do, in that 
it was weak through the flesh, 
God sending his own Son in THE 
LIKENESS OF SINFUL FLESH, 
and for sin, condemned sin in the 
flesh.” 

Startling txuth 
condescension indeed that Jesus 
would “lay aside the glory” he 
had with the Father from the 
foundation of the world and come 
into this sinful earth in the likeness 
of sinful flesh.” In Hebrews 2:16 
we read, “For verily he took not 
on him the nature of angels: but 
he took on him the seed of Abra- 
ham.” And again in verses 14 and 
15 of the same chapter, 
asmuch then the children 
partakers of flesh and blood, 
himself likewise took part 
the same: that through death 
he. might destroy him that had the 
power of death, that is, the devil; 
And deliver them who through 
fear death were all their life- 
time subject to bondage.”

In 
chapter 4, God instructs 
about the sin-offering.

ing-for himself, including priest, 
ruler, servants and elders. They 
were to place their hands upon the 
head of the bullock and thus 
identify themselves with their 
sacrifice. Then, every offerer was 
to kill his own bullock. 


So, your sins and mine have 
cpucified the Lord Jesus. I am 
reminded of Acts 2:23, 24 where 
Peter declares, “Him, being de- 
livered by the determinate counsel 
and foreknowledge of God, ye have 
taken, and by wicked hands have 
crucified and slain: Whom God 
hath raised up... .” 

The same Hebrew 
lated “sin-offering’ in Leviticus, 
chapter 4, is translated in other 
Bible portions simply “sin.” Yes,

the bullock became the sin of the 
offerer. Becoming the “sin” of the 
offerer it was then subjected to 
the fires of the altar. It was to 
be utterly burned. The fires of 
judgment were to be burned out 
against this sacrifice. We read in 
II Corinthians 5:21, “For he hath 
made him to be sin for us, who 
knew no sin: that we might be 
made the righteousmess of God 
in him.” 

Blessed truth indeed that Jesus 
was willing to be made like unto 
“sinful flesh’; and to receive in 
His body the fires of God’s wrath 
and judgment in my place and 
stead. Because He died, I am 
alive forevermore. Because He 
paid the sin debt, I am free 
from the dominion of sin. Because 
He suffered the fires of God's 
wrath, I am forever saved from 
Hell. My judgment was burned out 
toward’ Jesus who took my place 
on Calvary. 

Yes, Jesus, who knew no sin, 
became sin for me and put the 
power and penality of sin to death 
on the cross for us who believe. 


IV. The Unique Significance 
of the Serpent of Brass 

In verse 9 we read, “And Moses 
made a serpent of brass, and put it 
upon a pole ” Again I ask, 
Why a brass serpent? Why not 
a serpent of wood? Why not a 
serpent of gold? 

I am sure that in Israel there 
were many skilled workers in 
woodcraft who could have carved 
the exact image of a _ serpent. 
Likewise, there were goldsmiths 
who were fully capable of making 


a serpent out of gold, You re- 
member Aaron made a golden 
calf while Moses was on Mt. 


Sinai receiving the law. The same 
goldsmith could have made a gold 
serpent. However, God command- 
ed Moses to make a brass image 
of the bearer of death—the ser- 
pent. 


The reason is that brass in the 
Bible speaks of judgment. It is 
not the life of Jesus which saves, 
nor His wonderful teaching. Rath- 
er; it is Christ CRUCIFIED. It is 
Christ JUDGED that saves. Jesus 
is our Saviour only because He 


suffered, bled and died in our 
place and stead. 
Notice the tabernacle in the 


wilderness as an example of this 
truth. Just inside the eastern gate 
of the outer court of the taber- 
nacle is the “brazen altar.” This 
altar was of wood overlaid with 
brass. At this altar all the sacri- 
fices were slain and offered to 
God for the sins of the people.

The brass altar is a picture of 
Calvary. Directly in line with the 
brass altar and the door of the 
tabernacle proper was the 
“laver.” The Bible does not tell 
us of the size and shape of this 
altar. All we know is that it was 
made from the looking glasses of 
brass of the women in the camp. 
This was highly polished so that 
the priest could see himself as 
he looked into the laver. This altar 
speaks of self-judgment. 

Just beyond this laver of brass 
one enters the door of the tab- 
ernacie itself. Once inside the 
door there is NO MORE BRASS. 
Only gold do we find inside—the 
table of shewbread, the golden 
candlesticks, and the gold altar of 
incénse. Then, behind the _ veil 
there the mercy-seat with it’s 
rolden slab to cover the ark of 
the covenant. Gold in the Bible 
speaks of fellowship and commun- 
ion with God.

When the worshiper meets God 
at the brazen altar with his 
sacrifice, and then proceeds to the 
laver to wash himself, he is then 
into the presence 
of God for fellowship. Once past 
the laver there is NO MORE 
JUDGMENT, only the gold of Di- 
vine communion. 

The brass serpent declares the 
substitute for sin is now judged. 
So, the death of Jesus upon the 
cross proclaims our Lamb as 
judged in our place. Because He 
was judged, we can say with Paul 
in Romans 8:1, “There is there- 
fore now NO CONDEMNATION 
to them which are in Christ 
JGBUS-. 02” 


It is this substitutionary work 
of Jesus on the cross which en- 
ables us “to reckon ourselves 
dead indeed to sin but alive unto 
God.” In Romans 8:2, 3 we_ read, 
“For the law of the Spirit of life 
in Christ Jesus hath made me 
free from the law of'sin and death. 
For what the law could not do, 
in that it was weak through the 
flesh, God sending his own Son in 
the likeness of sinful flesh, and 
for sin, condemned sin in the 
flesh.” 


V. The Unthinkable Humility 
of the Cure 


In verse 8 we read, “... and 
it shall come to pass, that every 
one that is bitten, when he look- 
eth upon it, shall live.’’ The cure 
simply required a LOOK. 

There were some in Israel who 
stumbled at this way of deliver- 
ance. It was too common and too 
simple. Like Naaman the leper, 
who refused to dip himself seven 
times in the Jordan River. Na- 
aman’s servant reminded him that 
if the prophet had commanded 
him to have done some great 
things, He would have done so. 
However, Naaman’s recovery was 
not to be determined by some 
great deed, but by the simple and 
obedient act of dipping himself 
in the Jordan River seven times. 

Some of the Israelites reasoned 
like Naaman. They could not get 
themselves to obey such a humble 
command. 

So it is with salvation from the 
bite of sin today. 


is by looking to Jesus in whole- 
hearted trust and obedience. In 
Isaiah 45:22 God says, “Look unto 
me, and be ye saved, all the ends 
of the earth: for I am God, and 
there is none else.”’ And again in 
John 3:14, 15 Jesus said, “And 
as Moses lifted up the serpent in 
the wilderness, even so must the 
Son of man be lifted up: That who- 
soever believeth in him should not 
perish, but have eternal life.” 

To the natural man this un- 
thinkable cure was foolishness. To 


the mighty men of the camp 
this unthinkable cure was weak. 
To -the wise men of Israel this 


unthinkable cure was unreason- 
able. But to those who would 
believe and obey, it became the 
power of God unto salvation and 
deliverance from certain death. 

I have made an honest effort 
to present salvation to you in all 
it’s simplicity. I do not hesitate 
to declare to any convicted sinner 
that there is mercy for you in 
Jesus. Look to Him and He will 
save. 


VI. The Utter Amazement 
of the Results 


In verse 9 it says, “And Moses 
made a serpent of brass, and put 
it upon a pole, and it came to 
pass, that if a serpent had bitten 
any man, when he beheld the ser-

pent of brass, HE LIVED.” The 
last two words in this verse set 
forth a statement of fact. The 
trusting and looking Israelite 
LIVED when he looked upon the 
lifted brazen serpent. There were 
no failures. There were mo ex- 
ceptions. There were no conditions 
other than TO LOOK. 

The results were instantaneous. 
No man had to wait over a long 
period of time. He was brought 
upon his bed to the midst of the 
camp but he walked away in His 
own renewed strength. He came 
to look with fever raging, but he 
walked away with fever gone. He 
came to look upon the serpent of 
brass marked out for death, but 
he walked away with a new life. 

The results were miraculous. 
Every person who came to the 
serpent of brass in faith went 
away healed. In every healing 
there was a miracle. Some of those 
were sick nigh to death. Many 
others had already died and they 


> 


were soon to follow. Desperately, 


they came to behold the brazen 
serpent. Matters not how great 
the need, in every case the very 
instant they looked in faith, that 
moment they were miraculously 
healed. 

In the grace of God the same 
miracles takes place when sin- 
ners come to Jesus. I have seen 
so-called “hard cases” saved. The 
grace of God is able to forgive 


and pardon any and every sinner. 


There is a fountain filled with blood 
Drawn from Immanuel’s veins; 

And sinners, plunged beneath that flood, 
Lose all their guilty stains. 


The dying thief rejoiced to see 

That fountain in his day; 

And there may |, though vile as he, 
Wash all my sins away. 


The results were complete. Not 


one trusting, serpent-bitten Is- 
raelite went away other than 
completely healed.

The grace of God works with 
the same completeness. Sinners 
are saved in grace entirely. Paul 
says, “There is therefore now NO 
CONDEMNATION to them which 
are in Christ Jesus” (Rom. 8:1). 
And again we read, “ _». ana 
Shall not come into condemnation; 
but is passed from death unto 
life” (John 5:24).

In I Timothy 2:4-6 we read,

fied in due time.” Again in II 
Peter 3:9, “The Lord is not slack 
concerning his promise, some 
men count slackness;: but is long- 
suffering to us-ward, not willing 
that any should perish, but that 
all should come to repentance.” 

The very heart of the Gospel is 
that God loves sinners and gave

Jesus to die in our place and 
stead. John 3:16, “For God so 
loved the world, that he gave his 
only begotten son, that whosoever 
believeth on him should not perish, 
but have everlasting life.”
